Reversal of Supreme Court of Decision 


in Case of James-Jenkins' Estate, 
in Which the Milwaukee Circuit 
Court Failed 
for Three Y'ears to 


Record Decision. 


A decision has just been rendered in 


the supreme court in a suit which was 
started in the circuit court of Milwau- 
kee county in 1894, and in which Judge 
Johnson failed to hand down his deci- 
sion so that judgement could be entored, 
until September, 1898. 
The estate of 


James Jenkins brought suit against Ed- 
ward Bradley of Milwaukee, Daniel 
Kelly of Green Bay, aad A. P. Lovejoy 
of Janesville for $170,000: Mr. Jenkins 
was a prominent lumberman of Oshkosh i 
and the suit was connected with the 
organization of the State Lumber com- 
pany and 17,000 acres of pine iand of 
which Mr. Jenkins owned one quhiier 
and the defendants three quarters says 
The Milwaukee Sentinel, It afterwards 
developed that the defendants held one- 
quarter of the three-quarter interest on 
a mortgag* only. This mortgage was 
put into the company in payment for 
855,000 of its stock. Five years later 
Elijah Swift was determined by the 
courts to be the owner of ihe one-quar- 
ter interest subject to the 
mortgaged 


iutsi'est, which was equal to about $15.- 
000.

The State Lumber company had to 


pay Swift for the one-quarter which he 
owed, and in the meantime the price of 
pine land had so advanced that the 
company had to pay'him other $200,000 
for the holding. The Jenkins heirs held 
that the defendants -ought to put 
back j 


all of this amount which was paid to 
Swift, and the Milwaukee circuit court 
so held/and gave judgments against the 
defendants—Bradley, Kelly ard Love- 
oy—for their portions of the amount, 
together with the accumulated interest, 
which amounted to $170,000. 


An appeal was taken to the supreme 


court, which holds that all tho defend- 
ants have to put back is enough to make 
good their investment in the stock of 
;he company—that is $55,000 less the 
$15,036 represented by their mortgage 
.nterest 
in 
the 
land, 
together 


with

then 
deter- 


mined that the Jenkins estate, holding 
about one fifth of the total amount of 
stock of the company, would1 be re- 
imbursed if the defendants paid their 
respective proportions'of this part of 
the unpaid subscriptions, with the in- 
terest ac simulated, 
which the court 


holds is $85,070. The court therefore 
directs judgment against the three 'de- 
fendants for that amount reversing the 
judgment o£ the circuit court.

27.—-Five thousand 


people attended sthe meeting o£ the 
driegates of the. Cuban league and Na- 
tional party Sunday, held to express 
opposition to civil government. Prom- 
inent speakers hinted that 
Cubans 


were still ready to fight for complete 
independence. Senor Borges, who was 
one of the principal speakers, said: 


"Cuba has passed through many 


throes, but possibly there are more bit- 
ter agonies yet- to be endured. When 
those who 'are managing our affairs 
from abrpad think, either from design 
or error, of instituting a civil govern- 
ment among us, and when a foreigner 
is appointed bishop of Havana, Cubans 
need calm judgment. Why is it that 
so many of( our leading literary and 
professional men hold back from our 
patriotic platforms, while at the same 
time declaring themselves patriots? 
.These are the men who would have to 
direct the government of the country. 
They would reap the harvest of inde- 
pendence. 
Perhaps they are selfish; 


perhaps they are too proud; perhaps 
they prefer leaving the hard work to 
workingmen'like myself. 


"The United States is a great and 


magnan;inous nation. The Americans 
have helped the Cubans in their time 
of noed, but it is yet to be shown that 
they are as 
generous as at 
first 


they seemed. 
There have been Cu- 


bans who died in the hope of securing 
independence, and there are 
Cubans 


who are ready to imitate their exam- 
ple." 
' 


Senor Gonzaies said: "Cubans must 


not break the law by appealing to arms 
to settle this question of civil govern- 
ment. By such a course they would 
merely gratify those who wish to show 
to' the world- that Cubans cannot re- 
spect law." 


Senor.Zeaas: 
"We Cubans watch 


ever independence like parents over a 
sick child. It is but natural that we 
should not forget our many sleepless 
'nights. There is naught for us to do 
hut to finish our work and to secure 
independence." 


The veterans, who constitute 
the 


body from which trouble would 
be 


most likely to arise, are pronounced 
against a civil governorship in any 
form. The various centers are making 
their objections and passing resolu- 
tions which call 
upon 
the 
United 


States congress to grant absolute in- 
dependence to Cuba. 


The Lucha says that the veterans do 


not represent Cuba. To this' charge 
they;reply that, although not repre-

Senor Va.rcD'j. says: "Many Cubans

LONDON'S WATER 


Comparisons 
ot 
to Sliow the Volume 


Its Dully Consumption. 


In 1894 the .astounding total of 192,- 


Ofi.1,000 gallons a day was reached by 
the combined water companies of Lon- 
don, says Good Word. This was sup- 
plied to the five and a half million in- 
habitants at the rate of, say, thirty- 
two gallons a head for all purposes. 
These figures represent an enormous 
volume of water, though small when 
compared with the mighty river that 
flows into old Rome. 
We can only 


deal with the figures roughly; the sup- 
ply fluctuates to a considerable degree 
at different times in the year; it is, 
therefore, not possible to be mathemat- 
ically accurate. Allowing for a slight 
increase since the last return, and tak- 
ing in other sources, to which I shall 
refer a little later, we may pretty safe- 
ly put the present London water sup- 
ply at about 200,000,000.gallons a day. 
Let us try for a moment to realize 
what these figures mean. With 200,- 
000,000 gallons of water we could fill 
a lake a mile long, a quarter of a mile 
wide and five feet deep. The water in 
it would weigh nearly a million tons. 
This lake would stretch from the Bank 
of Church, yet it would be emptied in 
a single day to assuage the thirst of 
London. Or suppose we could freeze 
all this water, we could build up a 
great block of ice a thousand feet long, 
a thousand feet wide and thirty-two 
feet high. 
If -we allow for the' ex- 


pansion of freezing, the block would, 
of. course, be s'.ill larger. Sixty-five of 
the largest ironclads in the 
British 


navy could float in the water we use 
every day in London. . When we come 
to compare our supply with-the mighty 
torrent of Niagara we belittle it. The 
water goes thundering over the falls 
at the rate of two million tons a min- 
ute, 
or four hundred and twenty mil- 


lion gallons. Our whole daily supply 
would be whirled over long before the 
second hand of a watch would have 
traveled once round the dial. 
And 


could we divert the magnificent tor- 
rent for only three hours we could sup- 
ply London with water for a whole 
year at the present rate. Niagara is a 
big thing. 


Memorial to Mr. llnbart. 


Paterson, N. J., Nov. 27.—This city 


is soon to have a memorial o£ its dis- 
tinguished citizen, Garret A. Hobart. 
The general committee ?n charge of the 
reception of distinguished Americans 
-who were in attendance at the funeral 
, on Saturday received such liberal con- 
tributions from residents for the ex- 
pense of caring for the visitors that it 
finds itselE with a considerable fund 
still in hand. It is proposed to use this 
fund for a Hobart memorial, which 
will likely consist of a mammoth and 
appropriate, window in the city hall. 
To the funds left over from the funeral 
will .probably be added $2,000, which 
is in the hank as a surplus from the 
centennial celebration o£ 1892,. and for 
which a use had not previously been 
decided upon. These moneys will be 
used as a nucleus for the fund for a 
IHobart memorial.

Where is the "mother lode"

which these streams wore 'away the 
precious metal? Is it in the low hills 
back from the bleak coast, or is it in 
some unknown spot far in the almost 
Inaccessible; interior of Alaska?

man who solves this riddle will make 
foV,himself and others a.'princely for- 


. tune.

Only this much is known: The off- 


spring of this "mother lode" are the 
placers of Snake river, Nome river, 
Anvil creek and a score of other 


. streams which empty into the sea 135 


miles north of St. Michael's and 200 
miles northwest of the Yukon's mouth. 
-The first gold was found in August, 
1S9S. by three illiterate' Swede sailors. 
Their discoveries were of such richness 
and extent that the whole district bor- 
dering Norton sound, as far as Cape 
Clarence, went wild over them. 
But 


it was not until July of this year that 
the marvelously rich placer deposits in 
the beach^ilong the sea was made. 


The discoverers of the Cape Nome 


district were Peter LinQerberg, John 
liindbloom and Johan Brandson. The 
first two were sailors on the whaler 
Alaska.

hour's work he found a pay streak 
with pans averaging 10 to 15 cents 
That settled it. The next day sluic 
boxes and men with pans and shovels 


• were thick on the beach as flies around 


a molasses barrel in a country store. 


For weeks the beach fairly swarmed 


with men.. All made wages of $5 up 


, to §SO per day. All who were working

- wages iu the little city of Anvil, 


now called Nome, threw up their posi- 
tions and went to panning gold on the 


• beach. 
The deposits lay in a GO foot 


strip between low aud high tide, re- 
served by the government. It was free 
to all who came. There was no stak- 
ing of claims,- as no title could pass 
from the government. 


At one time there were over 3X)OQ 


men at work on'the beach. The steam- 
ers tnat came from Seattle with" miners 
bound for D'awson, for the Koyukuk. 
.Tanana and Forty Mile districts, laud- 
ed their.passengers at Nome. Soon the 


• country was .staked for miles. 


When the news got to-Seattle there 


was a grand rush from Seattle aud 
other ports on the Pacific slope. Now 
Cape Nome is a, mushroom city on the 
beach -jrhere the ?.alk is all of gold.

SEVEN 
MILES OF 
OLD CARS. 


Convicts in \Vyomliisr Breaking: D^ Worn- 


Out Railroad Material. 


Seven miles o£ condemnation' is a 


long-drawn-out 
affair 
even for the 


west. 
But it stands as- a western 


growth near the state penitentiary at 
Laramie, Wyo., where convicts are 
daily engaged in making it an ever- 
lessening fact. For many months the 
inspectors of the Union Pacific railroad 
have scrutinized .-the thousands' of 
freight cars that handle the overland 
traffic. When a debilitated car of low 
capacity or unequipped with'air brakes 
rattled past it was branded as con- 
demned, and, if empty, was shunted 
off on the side track built to be' a last 
refuge 
for the vdobmed cars. This 


process continued for'months till the 
cars, averaging thirty .feet-in length, 
reached a total length of seven miles. 
This distance, was ascertained by local 
statisticians, who, in the interests of 
railroad' history, pedaled their '• bicy- 
cles along the line and measured it 
with their cyclometers. Tliese cars'are 
humpbacked, swaybacked and contort- 
ed in every conceivable way, but they 
still hold themselves erect with, a kind 
of -melancholy dignity. They have had 
careers varying from eight to twelve 
years, and since their building a score 
of changes have taken place in car 
construction. • Their, capacity is often 
as low as 18,000 pounds, whereas the 
modern car is from* 40,000 to 60,000 
pounds capacity. The brake mechan- 
ism for the freight car has come to 
be as complicated as was that of the 
passenger car thirty years ago, anc 
inventions applying to doors, ventila- 
tion and running gear make the. old- 
time cars most pronounced "back num 
bers." A contract between railroac 
and" state calls for the demolition o 
these cars by~~ the convicts, the woot 
going to the penitentiary, where it wil 
keep the state's charges warm thl 
winter, and the scrap iron returning to
